Temperance 
Some Striking Facts 


One of the most pointed and 
effective temperance addresses de- 
livered by men of science in the 
United States was given recently 
at the Teachers’ Institute of Dela- 
ware County, Ohio, by Prof, Thos, 
C. Blaisdell of Lansing. His 
definition of temperance is espec- 
ially striking. He says: ‘“Tem- 
perance is the moderate use of 
those things that are helpful, and 
the total omission of those things 
that are harmful.” 

The Professor declares that 
every man should beware of even 
the moderate use of liquor for five 
principal reasons : 

First—It threatens the physical 
structure of the body, 

Second—lIt decreases the capa- 
city for work, 

Third—It lowers the mental 
ability and degenerates the morals, 

Fourth—It greatly lessens the 
chance for health and long life. 

Fifth—It causes a man’s sins to 
be visited on his children and his 
grandchildren. 

The Professor asked this ques- 
tion : Why are the working men 
|who drink discriminated against 
by employers ? He then proceed- 
ed to answer his own question, 
He said that alcohol, even in 
moderate quantities, decreases the 
capacity for muscular and mental 
| work, obliterating part of the geld 
of consciousness, and abolishing a 
certain collateral train of thought. 
| Experiments in committing lines 
from Sbakespeare shows that two 
glasses of beer each day for two 
years results in a loss of working 
capacity of the mind from 25~to 
49 per cent., and lessens the capa- 
city of the memory to about 70 


per cent. 
In New Orleans, when the last 
cholera epidemic broke out, there 
were 5,000 cases reported before a 
single man of temperance habits 
took the disease. In France, in 
sections where there are no vine- 
yards, there are thirty-three out of 
every 1000 who die of tuberculosis. 
In the sections where the vine- 
yards are plentiful, 108 out of 
every 1000 die of tuberculosis,

sport which requires more strength 
of muscle and power of endurance 
than any other. How splendidly 
they are succeeding was proved a 
short time ago in a swimming race 
from Brooklyn to Coney Island, a 
distance of thirteen miles. In_ this 
race, for which thirty of America’s 
strongest male swimmers entered, 
the second and third places were 
taken by two girls, of seventeen and 
eighteen respectively, one of whom 
was within a few yards of snatching 
victory from the winner. As it was, 
“show the way” 
to twenty-nine of their masculine 
rivals! 

It is not long since Miss 
Smith, the eighteen-year-old 
of the Tottenham (Eng.) Ladies’ 
Swimming Club, attempted to beat 
Captain Webb's record of eight hours 
for the twenty-mile swim between 
Dover and Ramsgate. 

Although Miss Smith, owing to the 
rough sea, was obliged to turn back 
when within two miles of Ramsgate, 
she completed her twenty miles in 
the remarkable time of seven hours.

But all these pertormances, highly 
credituble as they are, pale into in- 
significance before those of Mme. Ica- 
cescu, who thinks no more of a 
thirty-mile swim than most men of 
a mile. Some years ago this doughty 
lady actually swam forty-eight miles 
in the Danube, and was so fresh at 
the end of her long journey that she 


could easily, so it was said, have 
added twenty miles to her record. 
As it was, the distance covered was 


more than equal to a direct double 
trip across the Channel. 

So far only one lady has made a 
really serious attempt to swim across 
the Channel, and that is Miss Annette 
Kellerman, an Australian, who is 
considered—and, no doubt, rightly— 
the champion lady-swimmer of the 
world. Five years ago Miss Keller- 
man battled with the Channel for 
six hours, during which time she 
covered a dozen miles, only to be 
compelled by sea-sickness to abandon 
the effort. ‘‘When,” she says, “my 
friends insisted on my leaving the 
water I was physically as fresh and 
fit us when I entered it six hours 
earlier.”
